Flight Ends 
Three Spaniards Land On 


Brazilian Coast After 
Nine-Day Trip 


Distance Covered in Voyage 
From Homeland 3683 
Miles 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

PERNAMBUCO (Brazil) Jan. 
31.—Another epic of the air was 
written this afternoon when three 
intrepid Spanish airmen, Com- 
mander Ramon Franco, Capt. Ruiz 
De Alda, reserve pilot, and Pabla 
Rada, mechanician, landed eafely 
at this Brazilian coastal town at 
4:45, completing the first suc- 
cessful flight between the mainland 
of Europe and the mainiand of 
South America, a distance of 3683 
miles. 

The airmen in their plane, Ne 
Plus Ultra, began the epochal 
flight Friday, the 22nd inst., from 
Palos, Spain, starting from the 
Same spot as did Christopher Co- 
lumbus in 1492 on his memora-

Trotzky Urges 
Recognition 


Offers Outlet For 
Surplus Cash — 


Prominent Americans Point 
to Futility Until Debts 
Are Liquidated 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.-—Leon 
Trotzky, who recently returned to 
a position of influence in the Rus- 


sian soviet government as chair- 
man of the chief concessions com- 
mittee, forcefully advocates imme- 
diate recognition of Russia by the 
United States in an article in the 
February issue of the Current His- 
tory Magazine. The former War 
Minister paints a glowing picture 
of the future, asserting that Rus- 
fia is on the threshold of a great 
industrial and commercial achieve- 
ment 

Of American prosperity Trotzky 
writes: 

“To us it has been quite clear 
that the gigantic development of 
productive powers forced by the 
war and unheard-of influx of gold, 
which it called forth would, in the 
end, place before the capitalist cir- 
cles of tue United States the prob- 
lem of a foreign market and that 
this problem would attain dimen- 
sons and an acuteness such as it 
never has had in the history of 
the capitalist world. No matter 
what statesmen who do not like 
Bolshevism may say, the capital- 
istic circles of America will be- 
come convinced that for them 
there is no more fruitful and 
promising market for goods and 
capital than the soviet union. 


NEEDS CAPITAL 

“America,” Trotzky states must 
open for itself a wide field for the 
application of its capita! and tech- 
nical ability: the soviet union needs 
American capital and technical 
ability to increase its rate of de- 
velopment. For good capital and 
good technique the soviet union is 
ready te pay good dividends. 

The Current History Magazine 
submitted the Trotzky article for 
comment to some of the highest 
officials of the United States gov- 
ernment and to a number of emi- 
nent Americans. The point of view 
of the United States is presented in 
a reply which “for obvious rea- 
sons” is anonymous. It indicates 
that the American government ob- 
jects to recognizing Russia on 
three counts: The soviet propa- 
ganda methods, the repudiation of 
debts. and the lack of economic 
stability in Russia. An official 
statement ot the repudiated debts 
due the United States from Russia 
shows that they amount to ap- 
proximately $800,000,000. 

Elbert H. Gary of the United 
States Steel Corporation opposes 
recognition until Russia establishes 
A staple government and recog- 
nizes her financial obligations. 

Col. House suggests that Russia 
be left alone to work out her own 
salvation. He added that re- 
sumption of diplomatic relations is 
a “vague prospect.”

The rain, which was genera 
marked the definite’ end of the 
dry spell, which has gripped South- 
ern Califormia for two months, 
Col. H. B. Hersey of the United 
States Weather Bureau sald last 
right. Tbs area of high pres- 
sure, which has kept clouds from 
the skies, has gone out to sea and 
in its place has come a low pres- 
sure area which promises more 
rainfall. 

Showers extended over all South- 


ern California from the lower San 


Joaquin Valley to Imperial Valley 
and from the sea into the desert. 
The storm apparently centered 
around Los Angeles, the rain de- 
creasing both to the north and 
south. Bakersfield reported 10 of 
an inch, while El Centro had .25 
of an inch. San Diego's total was 
-64 of an Inch. 
Although streets ere fooded 
and many complaints were received 
by street-department officials, 
practically no serious storm dam- 
nge had been reported last night. 
On the contrary, according to H. 
J. Ryan, County Horticuituralist, 
great benefit will result to fruit 
growers and ranchers of Southern 
Calliforufa.

SOUTHLAND PREDICTED 
{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

CLAREMONT. Jan. 31.—Bas- 
ing his prophecy on the detailed 
study of climatic variations made 
by Eduard Brueckner of the Uni- 
versity of Vienna, Prof. A. 0. 
Woodford of the Pom na College 
deparmtent of geology has fore- 
cast that a serious dry period will 
be experienced by Southern Cali- 
fornia in the early thirties and a 
maximum period of floods and 
rains will occur about 19590. 

In 1890 Brueckner d'scovered a 
rainfall period of thirty-five years 
from maximum to maximum. He 
also found that maximum rainfail 
on the contifients coincides .with 
maximum rainfall on the oceane. 
The thirty-five-year period is com- 
Plicated by shorter periods of 
minor fluctuations and rainfall. 
Brueckner established his law by 
taking the Average of a number 
of stations all over the world and 
of several stations in dach ion. 

According to Prof. Woodtford. 
the present series of dry years in 
Southern California seems to fit 
in as the result of one of Brueck- 
ners minor cycles. The study of 
the cycle has been made in the 
United States for the last 200 
years and Prof. Woodford belleves 
that ‘the sunspot cycles of eleven 
years are probably invo 
Brueckner’s minor cyc:es. 

We may expect floods in South- 
ern California every thirty-five 
next five years in 
Southern California ought tc be 
the average for the ust fifty years. 
We are below the uaverage now. 
It seems certain that in the thirties 
Southern California will experience 
another period of severe drought 
timilar to the one from 1898 to 
1900. From i936 to 1950 the rain- 
tall should steadily increase to 
another maximum. 

Brueckner found a close relation 


between rainfall and temperature, 


thus agreeing with the results ge- 
cured by Allen cf La Jolla, Cal. 
Allen has made an extersive study 
of the rainfall and temrerature cf 
Southern California.

GEMS FOR HOES 


Crown Jewels Will be Put 
On Public Sale 


List Comprises 406 Pieces 
W orth $264,000,000 
Money Will Be Spent on 
Farm Machinery 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PKESS) 


sie is ready to turn her crown 
jewels into American tractors and 
machinery. Negotiations are in 
progress for the sale of the vast 
eoliection of gems to American 
and other foreign jewelers but it 
is realized that private buyers can 
take only a negligible portion of 
the treasures because of their 
enormous value. The government, 
therefore, is prepared to exchange 
the remainder for American 
agricultural machinery, locomotives 
and other products Russia urgent- 


ly needs. 

“We want to turn the glitter of 
our 25,000 diamonds into the glit- 
ter of American steel,” said one 
high official to the correspondent 
of the Associated Press today. 
These magnificent jewels were 


with the sweat, toll and trial of 
our peasants: we desire now to 
give them back to the peasants in 
the form of im»viements with which 
to till the ground or machinery 
for industries. We already have 
turned millions of military bay- 
onets into plowshares: we wish 
now to turn the imperial jewels in- 
to tractors. 


LACKS MONEY 


Russia makes no secret of the 
fact that she lacks money for 
equipment to reconstruct her shat- 
tered industries Having 
to obtain loans abroad in the last 


E years, she is obliged to util- 


ize her own resources for the re- 
habilitation of the economic fab- 


exports for American machinery,

Officials point out that the crown 
jewels are only one of many re-

HUNDREDS OF PIECES 
The Associated Press today ob- 
tained the first complete and accu- 
rate description of the regal em- 
bleme from officia! sources. The 
jewels date from Peter the Great 
to Nicholas II. They comprise 406 
separate pieces of jewelry; the to- 
ta] weight of the diamonds alone 
is 25,2800 carats, pearls 6300, sap- 
phires 4300, emeralds 3200 and 
uncut rubies 1300, and a great va- 

riety of miscellaneous stones. 
No other historical collection of 


according to the Russian officials. 
approaches the crown jewels, 
either in value or historical in- 
terest. The present collection does 
not represent all the Russian crown 
jewels, only those covering the last 
200 years. The. jewels worn by 
Russ potentates reverting to the 
Seventeenth Century are still in 
the Kremlin at Moscow or the 
Hermitage Gallery at Leningrad.

riously, but the average of their 
estimates is $264,000,000, about 
$50,000,000 greater than Russia's

Dur- 
ing the last years of her life the 
Empress was so absorbed in mys- 
ticism that she regarded the wear- 
Ing of jewels as unlucky and 
cast them aside. 


CROWN VALUABLE 


Conspicuous among the collec- 
tion are three crowns. The largest 
of these, the imperial crown of all 
the Russias, was made for the 
coronation of Catherine the Great 
in 1762 and contains 4956 dia- 
monds, seventy-five huge pearls 
and many other large stones. Sur- 
mounting the crown is a superb 
cross of diamonds supported by an 
uncut ruby of 402 carats, one of 
the world’s largest. Resembling 
the dome formed by the miter this 
diadem typifies the association of 
the sovereign with the patriarchate. 
— crown is valued at 352,000.

CALIFORNIA UNIVERSITY MAY 
LEAD NATION WITH 600 
ALIENS

BERKELEY, Jan. 31.—Nearly 
600 foreign students are enrolled 
at the University of California, it 
was discovered by the international 
secretaries of the Y.M.C.A. and the 
T. W. C. A. of the university, when 
they complied their records for the 
semester. This means the Uni- 
versity of California is probably 
the largest institution ot higher 
learning for foreign students in 
the United States, with the pos- 
sible exception of Columbia Uni- 
versity in New Tork. 

Men students from abroad great- 
ly exceed the women in numbers, 
there being 600 men. Although 
outnumbered more than five to one, 
the little group of foreign co-eds 
is slowly growing. According to 
the international secretary of the 
T. W. C. A., this ig an indication of 
the emancipation of women in 
foreign countries. 

The largest group of foreign 
women students is the Japanese, 
of whom there are twenty-seven: 
the Chinese with twelve repre- 
sentatives come next, closely fol- 
lowed by eleven English. 

Among the 600 foreign students 
are representatives of nearly every 
country in the world. There is no 
race that has not sent at least one 
of its number to the University of 
California.

TEXAS AND NEW MEXICO 
BEDS SEEN AS FOREIGN 
MINES COMPETITOR

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.— 


the salt beds of Western Texas 
and Southeastern New Mexico 
have been discovered that may 
check the domination of the potash 
market in the United States by 
| foreign producers, according to a 
Geological Survey report issued at 
the Interior Department yesterday. 

The report shows that these 
beds are likely to be thick and 


extensive, suggesting large potash 
salt deposite and, while the sam- 


ples obtained have not shown con- 
clusively whether potash is pres- 
ent in commercial quantities, indi- 
cetions point in that direction. The 
discovery was made through the 
drilling for oll in these regions 
where the cuttings have revealed 
potash salts such as are found in 
Germany and France. 

Potash is required especially in 
the raising of cotton, tobacco, po- 
tatoes an garden truck as well 
as in certain chemical industries, 
some of which are essential to 
the national defense. The report 
points out that at the present time 
Cerman and French potash pro- 
ducers hold a virtual monopoly 
American market. In 
August, 1924, the producers of 
these two countries signed an 
agreement concerning sales of 
their potash in the United States 
and now supply directly or in- 
directly 90 per cent or more of the 
potash here.

Bridging of Rio Grande at 
Various Points Asked 
Espee Extension Into Mexico 
Application Pending 


Too International Crossings 
Sought by Texas 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

LAREDO (Tex.) Jan. 31.—Con- 
struction of several new“ bridges 
and the establishment of two new 
international railway gateways on 
the Rio Grande are in prospect’ for 
the present year. R. B. Creager of 
LGrownsville and associates have 
plans in hand for the construction 
of a new vehicle and foot-passen- 
ger bridge to connect that lower 
border town with Matamoros, 
Mex. Mr. Greager, who is chair- 
man of the Republican State E£xec- 
utive Committee, has obtuined the 
‘necessary concession irom the 
1 government for the pro- 
posed bridge and it is expected that 
the Congress of the United States 
wil) concur in this authority. 

One of the proposed new bridge 
‘crossings ef the Rio Grande is at 


Brownsville, where there has long 
been a port of entry. The Valley 
Bridge Company will construct a 
bridge at that point. 

The Southérn Pacific now has 
pending before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission an application 
to extend its San Antonio and 
Aransas Pass line from Falfurrias 
south to Hidalgo, 105 miles. It 
proposes also to build a bridge at 
Hidalgo and cross the river to Rey- 
nosa, where it wal intersect the 
Matamoros-Monterey division of 
the National Railways of Mexico. 
Bot Hidalgo and Reynosa are 
‘towns that were established in the 
early border days. They have lost 
none of their original picturesque- 
ness. 
| The site of the other proposed 
International gateway is at a point 
ne miles below Presidio, in the 
far- removed upper border section 
of the Rio Grande, where the Kan- 
sas City, Mexico and Orient plans 
25 build a bridge. During the last 
few months construction of an ex- 
tension of the Chihuahua division 
of the Orient north to the site of 
the proposed bridge has been in 
progress. Only about fifty miles 
remain to be built, it is stated. En- 
gineers are surveying the route for 
the extension of the Orient from 
Alpine, Tex., south to a connection 
with the Chihuahua division at 
the cressing of the Rio Grande, 
| seventy-five miles. 

Plans also are under considera- 
tion for the construction of new 
high-water bridges at Del Rio, Ea- 
gie Pass and El Paso, and tt. is 
thought that these projects will be 
accomplished during- the present 
year. The fact that the Rio 
Grande is subjected to periodical 
floods and time after time has 
swept away insecure bridges that 
spanned its raging waters, makes 
it mecessary that structures be of 
the strongest possible type, both as 
to desigt. and materials used, in or- 
der to Insure their permanency. 

Bridge connection with Mexico 
now is had at El Paso, Del Rio, 
Eagle Pass, Laredo and Browns- 
ville.

TEXAS COURT IN 
AFFIRMS OIL, COMPANY'S 
ACCOUNT

AUSTIN (Tex.) Jan. 31.—Unse- 
cured claims against a railroad 
which passes into receivership 
must be paid, according to a de- 
cision of the Appellate Court at 
Austin in a case involving a con- 
tract which the Texas Company 
had with the International-Great 
Northern Railroad for the sale and 
delivery of a minimum of 1,358 
060 barrels and a maximum of 
1,650,000 barrels of fuel oll at 95 


cents a barrel. The Texas Com- 
reny was given judgment for ap- 
proximately $400,000 damages by 
the Lower Court, which judgment 

by the Appellate 
ourt. 


When the railroad went into re- 


ceivership and after 169,000 bar- 
rels of oil had been delivered, the 
receiver refused to carry out the 
contract. The Texas Company in- 
tervened in the receivership, and 
the court allowed it $239,407, 
which was not paid. It then ob- 
tained permission of the Federal 
Court te sue in the State courts 
and obtained judgment with in- 
terest at 6 per cent from August 
10, 1914. That brought the whole 
amount to $381,564 on July 3, 
1924, and the 6 per cent has been 
running since and will continue to 
accumulate until the judgment is 
paid, if the company wins finally.

NEIGHBOR LEFT 
ESTATE BY RECLUSE 


WOMAN LIVING IN TUMBLE- 
DOWN SHACK LEAVES REAL- 
TY WORTH $50,000

CHICAGO, Jan. 31.— The mys- 
tery surrounding the life and death 
of Mrs. Mary Crilley Sterling- 
French, aged recluse of Parkridge, 
who died January 6, last, was dis- 
pelled today. The woman, who 
lived for years in a tumble-down 
ehack and was thought to be ex- 
tremely poor, left an estate of 
nearly $50,600 to Mra. H. E. Dahl- 
man, a neighbor. 
Lake, an attorney. who represent- 
ed Mrs. French, told her story. 

In 1885. he said, Mary Crilley, 
Mary French and Georgetta 
French, afl of Watertown, Mass 
cnme here and opened a fashion- 
able dressmaking establishment. 

ter they purchased the property 
in Parkridge and made wills in 
each other's favor. Afterward thev 
retired, and Georgetta died, leav- 
ing her share of their earnings to 
her cousin, Mary French. Mary 
Crilley then was married to a man 
named Sterling. who deserted 
her. Later, Mary French, fearing 
that after her death her relatives 
might contest her will, adopted 
Mary Crilley as her daughter. 
When she died, Mary Crilley Ster- 
ling-French came into the prop- 
erty of the three women. For 
years she lived in the Parkridge 
house, which was boarded up, and 
gained a reputation for extreme 
eccentricity. Mra. Dahlman was 
her only friend.

VENEZUELA FIELD AMAZES 


Greatest Yet Discovered 


TAMPICO (Mex.) Jan. 31.—In

tion of the wildest dreamer is being developed, according to George E. 
Mason, an American ai] operator. who formerly lived in Tampico. 


In a letter to a friend here, Ma-“ 


SIX DRILLING 


son describes the exploitation of 
the Venezuela field in detail The 
oll is found in a great basig, which 
has an area far larger than any 
known oll field in the world to- 
day, he writes. The potential oil 
production of Venezuela fs almost 
beyond ‘calculation, he thinks. 

“There is no doubt that this is 
the world’s greatest oil field; many 
times greater than Tampico,” says 
he. “Mina Grande field alone may 
approach in area and production 
the whole of the California fields. 

“The operations here are almost 
entirely in the hands of the big 
companies, with the Royal Dutch- 
Shell in the lead, and the Standard 
Oll companies second. 

Oil operations include not only 
the Maracaibo basin, about 160 by 
270 miles, but extend 1200 miles 
along the north coast of the coun- 
try and 600 miles to the interior 
of Venezuela. 

“The Gomez government worked 
out the petroleym laws in conjunc- 
tion with the oil companies. They 
went into effect in 1918, were re- 
vised in 1922, and seem ‘quite fair. 
They are based on Federal ownér- 
ship of mineral rights. 

“Concessions are granted for a 
period of forty years on parcels of 
20,000 hectares, 750,000 acres be- 


ing the limit for army one company. 


At the end of three yéars one-half 
the acreage of each concession 
must be selected by the conces- 
sionaire and the other half re- 
turned to the national reserve. 

“Selections must be tn parcels of 
250 acres, which may be checker- 
boarded with national reserve 
lands, or it may be in one large 
tract, but must be contiguous to 
the returned acreage. Rentals for 
the first three years are about 16 
cents an acre. From the fourth to 
the thirtteth year the rental is 32 
cents an acre, and 40 cents rental 
from then to the fortieth year. 


“There are no drilling require- 


ments, but fallure to pay rentals 
for three years causes forfelture of 
concession. Royalty of 10 per cent 
of oil produced is paid to the na- 
tional government. On land 150 
miles inland royalty is reduced to 
7% per cent and to 5 per cent on 
land under water. 

“The main oil operations are at 
Ta Rosa, situated about forty miles 
south of Maracaibo, on a lake, and 
also at Mina Grande, which is sev- 
enty miles farther south, on a lake. 

“The Venezuela Gulf ou Com- 
pany has about twenty rigs run- 
ning; the Lago company has as 
many more and the Royal Dutch- 
Shell has twice as many, and more 
coming in daily. Wells run in ca- 
pacity from a few thousand barrels 
to gushers of 100,000 barrels daily 
as a rule, 

“Depths of wells here run from 
1900 to 2560 feet and many sands 
are reached at from 1700 to 25690 
feet, depending on the location on 
the structure. Formation is rather 
similar to that of Mexico or Cor- 
sicana, Tex. While the drilling is 
not difficult it requires an expe- 
rienced driller. The water of Lake 
Maracaibo is six to ten feet in 
depth. Operators drilling in the 
lake use a 112-foot steel derrick 
set on pilings. We set about 800 
feet of perforated pipe, mixed with 
blank pipe as liner, and set ten- 
inch casing at about 1770 feet. 

“The total production of the 
ffeld for 1925 was approximately 
21,000,000 barrels. It is expected 
that this will be increased to 50,- 
000,000 barrels this year.”

January led off the new year at 
the harbor with a pretentious 
showing in shipping, according to 
figures of the Marine Exchange 


last night. They show 1,655,051 
tons of cargo passed over the 
port’s docks during the month 
just passed, valued at $65,680,775, 
or about $6,000,000 more than the 
average month last year. 

Five hundred and twelve ves- 
sels of 1,485,663 net tons called 
during the month, including nine- 
ty-six flying foreign flags, an un- 
usually heavy showing of foreign- 
ers. 

They brought 348,978 tons of 
commerce valued at $36,411,265 
and carried away 1,306,073 tons 
worth $29,469,510. Figures show 
foreign trade still small, repre- 
senting about 15 per cent of the

Nine dreadnaughts of the bat- 
tle fleet at a minute past midnight 
this morning headed southward 
for Panama and the winter man- 
euvers of the combined United 
States Fleet.

TO START AQUEDUCT WORK 


Awarding of Dredging Contract, for W hich Bids Will 
be Opened Today, Signal to Begin 


opéned by the Board of Water and 
Power Commissioners tomorrow. If 
‘one of the bids is accepted the 
work under the direction of Wil- 


liam Mulholland will be set under 
way at once, it was declared. 
The infiltration canal, it was said 
by Mutholland, will extend for a 
distance of one and one-half miles 
parallel to the Colorado River and 
‘at a distance varying from 500 to 
700 feet west of the stream. Its 
southern end will be sixteen miles 
| north of, the town of Blythe and 
almost due east of Los Angeles. 
Experiments carried on for the 
last year by the Municipal Water 
Bureau show that the area through 
which the infiltration canal. is to 
be dug has a deep stratum of fine 
sand and gravel which acts as a 
natural and perfect filtration sys- 
tem. Water from the Colorado 
River finds its way Into this grav- 
el area in large quantities and in 
passing through the deposits of 
sand and gravel is efficiently fil- 
‘tered and reed from all allt and 


That work on the construction of the first unit of the Colorado 
River Aqueduct, which is to bring sufficient water to Southern Call- 
fornia cities to supply the needs of 7,000,000 people, will be started 
immediately upon the awarding of a contract for the dredging of the 
infiltration canal along the banks of the river, was learned at the 
offices of the Municipal Water Bureau. 

Bids on this contract will be@other foreign matter, the experi- 


ments have disclosed. 

With the infiltration canal con- 
structed, these water-bearing grav- 
els will pour water into the chan- 
nel where, on the completion of 
the water line, it will be picked 
up by the aqueduct and started 
on ite way to Los Angeles and 
other Southern California cities. 


Construction of the infiltration 
canal will mark the opening of 
work on the firat unit of the giant 
water carrier. From its intake at 
the river the aqueduct will extend 
for a distance of 258 miles to Los 
Angeles; it will be approximately 
ten miles longer than the city's 
present Owens River aqueduct. 

Under the direction of Assistant 
Engineer E. A. Bayley, the Muni- 
cipal Water Bureau is now com- 
pleting an exhaustive survey of the 
entire desert and mountain coun- 
try between Los Angeles and the 
Colorado. This survey has car- 
ried Mulholland’s crews of engi- 
fieers over practically every inch of 
the territory from Boulder Can- 
von to the Mexican border.

CONTEST RULES SIMPLE 


Orators Must be Under 


‘Minutes, Judges’ 


19, Time. Limit Is Ten 


The rules are few and com-4 
paratively simple but it is impor- 
tant that every entrant should be 
familiar with them. The most im- 
portant ‘are those relating to the 
age limit, the length of orations, 
and the judging system. 2 
Any bona-fide secondary school 
pupil under 19 years of age to- 
day, the Ist inst., is eligible to 
participate in the contest. This 
applies to all public, private or 
parochial schools of high-school 
rank. Graduates taking ‘post-grad- 
uate work are not bona-fide pupils 
in this sense of the term and are 
therefore not eligible. Participa- 
tion in the 1925 contest does not 
bar a pupil, un he was one of 
the seven finalists. 

There are ten specified subjects 
for orationse—the Constitution, the 
relationship thereto of Washing- 
ton, Franklin, Hamilton, Jefferson, 
Marshall, Madison, Webster or Lin- 
coln; or “America’s Contribution 
to Constitutional Government.” 

TEN-MJINUTE LIMIT 

Orations must require no more 
than ten minutes for delivery, and 
special attention should be given 
to this matter. It is not enough 
to have an oration that can some- 
times be delivered within the time 
limit. It must be kept within that 
limit whenever the orator is in 
competition. 

The only way to be certain on 
this point is to allow a safe mar- 
gin. say twenty or thirty seconds. 
The speech will lose its effect if 
the orator appears hurried. In 
case a speaker exceeds the time 
allotted for delivery, he is not dis- 
qualified but is stopped by the

finals are chosen by the nattonal 
management with the advice and 


approval of the newspapers con- 
cerned. 


BALLOTS REMAIN SECRET 

In all cases great care will be 
taken to procure competent and 
reputable judges and hence there 
can be no appeal from their de- 
cisions. Furtaermore, the baliots 


used by the judges in selecting the 
winners are not to be inspected 
by the contestants. 

Every pupil who enters this con- 
test shouid he resolved to do 80 in 
a spirit of good sportsmanship. 
Having familiarized himself with 
the rules, he ought to abide by 
them without quibbling. In pre- 
vious contests there have been 
very few cases where contestants 
have attempted to question the 
findings of the judges and neurly 
all of them have been due to a 
misunderstanding of the judging 
system. 

Some, howgver, were due to an 
out-and-out lack of good sports- 
manship and a desire to win in 
any way that seems possible. For- 
tunately such instances have been 
rare and have received the sup- 
port of only a small number of 
pupils and teachers. Pupils are 
urged to get excited over the con- 
test. but at the same time they
